Cheema. fo r ex ample, 
will earn $44,000 per y ear. 
What do es a patho lo g ist do 
that makes his serv ices so 
ex pensiv e? 
‘My respo nsiblities to u ch 
ev ery field o f medicine," an­ 
swered Benitez. 
"If a phy sician at either 
Benedictine o r King sto n ho s­ 
pitals has a patient who m he 
su spects needs su rg ery , he 
asks 
me 
to ex amine 
the 
patient's tissu e. If he thinks 
the tissu e is cancero u s, then 
I l^ k fo r cancer. 
"Bu t my jo b do es no t sto p 
there. I assist the su rg eo n in 
the o perating ro o m. Befo re 
remo v ing a breast fro m a 
wo man, in the case o f breast 
cancer, 
I 
ex amine 
tissu e. 
Many times my preliminary 
diag no sis is co rrect. The su r­ 


g eo n pro ceeds. Other times 
the tissu e is healthy . There is 
alway s a sig h o f relief when 
this happens. 
Benitez is a co nsu ltant to 
the co ro ners. He did the au ­ 
to psy 
o f Gertru de 
Farber 
Resnick in May . 
"She had been bu ried in a 
ho ld u sed to sto re dy namite 
near Grahamsv ille," Benitez 
r e c a lle d. “ T h e c o ro n er 
tho u g ht at first she had died 
o f g u n sho t wo u nds. Bu t I 
disco v ered 
she 
had 
been 
bu ried aliv e. So she died o f 
su ffo catio n. 
"Wo rk with the co ro ner re­ 
qu ires that I kno w so me law,” 
said Benitez. 
“We do ro u tine au to psies o f 
patients fro m the ho spitals to 
see if the do cto r treated the

NEW PALTZ — It to o k sev eral y ears 
•nd a lo t o f patience bu t Hu g u eno t 
Apartment tenants here are finally g et­ 
ting the $7 ,7 8 5 o wed them by M atthew 
Faso lino , the apartm ent o wner who de­ 
cided to g o to jail rather then retu rn the 
rental secu rity mo ney to them . 
Bu t the secu rity fu nds no w being paid 
to the tenants by Ulster Co u nty District 
Atto rney Francis J. Vo g t's o ffice did no t 
co me fro m Faso lino . They came fro m his 
bro ther-in-law, Stev en M arinak o f Palm 
Beach, Fla , who o ffered the mo ney in 
o rder to free Faso lino o f his y ear o f 
weekend jail sentences. 
M arinak’s check cleared the bank and 
has been pu t in a special acco u nt set u p 
by Vo g t fo r the tenants. Chief Assistant 
District Atto rney Michael Kav anag h said 


Friday . Kav anag h said Marinak went to 
Co u nty Ju dg e Ray mo nd J. Mino , who 
had sentenced Faso lino to jail, and o f­ 
fered the mo ney with the u nderstanding 
that Faso lino wo u ld be released fro m the 
sentence. Checks are no w being made o u t 
by the district atto rney 's o ffice to the 
tenants in the am u nts o wed them. 
Faso lino has steadfastly refu sed to 
make the secu rity pay ments to the ten­ 
ants ev en tho u g h he to ld Mino at the time 
he pled g u ilty to a v io latio n o f the g eneral 
o blig atio ns law that he wo u ld reimbu rse 
them by April 15. 
Failing to meet the deadline, Faso lino 
was retu rned to co u rt and o nce ag ain was 
g iv en o ppo rtu nity to make pay ment bu t 
refu sed and was sentenced to jail. 


When he failed to sho w u p at the 
Go lden Hill facility a warrant was issu ed 
fo r his arrest, and after sev eral weeks he 
was finally incarcerated in Ju ne. 
Acting as his o wn lawy er, he was ada 
mant in his refu sal to pay ev en tho u g h he 
to ld Mino he had the mo ney . He allu ded 
to his pro blems as being "po litically 
mo tiv ated." 
Faso lino o nce to ld a Freeman rejx irter 
he was co nv inced Mino wo u ld nev er send 
him to jail. Bu t he did. Faso lino spent 13 
day s in jail in Ju ne o n three separate 
o ccasio ns and then refu sed to sho w u p 
ag ain and was picked u p by po lice o n a 
bench warrant. Resentenced to 9 0 day s in 
jail, he serv ed 11 day s and was released 
when Marinak came thro u g h with the 
mo ney , Kav anag h said.

River from its cradle at Elec­ 
tric Boat Division of General 
Dynamics. 


"W e ’ve got a Ixind that no 
one else has got. We are all salt 
water brothers," said Robert 
McGuiggan of Chicago, one of 
the survivors. 
Only 316 of the 1,192 men 
who abandoned the stricken 
Indianapolis lived through the 


five-day ordeal of clinging to 
whatever 
else 
would 
keep 
them afloat in shark-infested 
waters under searing sunlight. 
No SO S was sent because of 
the Indianapolis's secret atom 
ic mission. The clandestine 
delivery was to the island of 
Tinian. The vessel was torpe­ 
doed July 30, 1945. 


“ When I talk about the hor­ 
rors with someone who wasn’t 
there, it just isn't the same as 
when I discuss it with someone 
who was," McGuiggan said, 
Keith Owen of San Diego, 
Calif., a 3rd class cook at the 
time of the sinking, recalls he 
was asleep on the deck when 
the Japanese torpedo struck.

May be the o ddest aspect o f the news that Maurice Ro sensto ck 
is in the running fo r co unty Interg o v ernmental Co o rdinato r is 
the po ssibility he’d be a g o o d cho ice fo r the jo b. 
The strikes ag ainst him are o bv io us. To start with he’s a 
disappo inted Republican o ffice-seeker. His appo intment by the 
co unty leg islature chairman wo uld be bo und to redo uble the 
accusatio ns o f po litical cro ny ism that beg an with the attempt 
to appo int Kenneth Hefty . 
Ro sensto ck is a co nserv ativ e businessman. He has said he is 
philo so phically o ppo sed to the v ery kinds o f pro g rams he wo uld 
be o v erseeing as head o f the co unty ’s public wo rks pro jects. 
Ro sensto ck arg ued ag ainst using publicly -funded make-wo rk 
pro jects to reduce unemplo y ment during his hard-fo ug ht but 
unsuccessful campaig n fo r assembly man last y ear. He preferred 
to stimulate business by lo wering tax es, which suppo sedly 
wo uld make mo re jo bs in the priv ate secto r. 
Temperamentally , Ro sensto ck hardly seems suited to the ro le 
o f bureaucrat. He is o utspo ken, stubbo rn and impetuo us, 
so metimes to the po int o f recklessness. 
Finally , it’s impo ssible no t to wo nder why an apparently 
pro spero us lo cal industrialist who claims to hav e so und 
business ex perience wants a $1 6 ,0 0 0 a y ear, full-time jo b 
o v erseeing pro g rams to help the able-bo died po o r. Ev en 
allo wing fo r the po ssibility o f an unusual measure o f human­ 
itarian feeling o v erflo wing in Ro sensto ck’s heart, the questio n 
arises whether he is merely lo o king fo r ano ther spring bo ard to 
electiv e o ffice o r a hig h-lev el state jo b. 
Nev ertheless — assuming he meets the civ il serv ice require­ 
ments, and despite the stro ng differences we’v e had with him 
in the past, we suspect Ro sensto ck mig ht be a g o o d cho ice. 
Ro sensto ck is definitely a wheel that squeaks, as the say ing 
g o es. He wo uld no t sit by patiently in the face o f chro nic 
dawdling and co nfusio n within the state and federal bureaucra­ 
cies. He wo uld mkae a lo t o f no ise and v ery likely g et lo cal 
pro blems attended to . 
His ex perience with the needs o f businessmen and emplo y ers, 
and his kno wleg e o f lo cal industry , wo uld certainly be an asset 
to the o n-the-jo b training pro g rams administered by the 
interg o v nmental co o rdinato r’s o ffice. 
As a well-kno wn co unty fig ure Ro sensto ck wo uld bring a 
“ hig h-pro file” to this key po st. 
Whether Ro sensto ck co uld o r wo uld keep the co o rdinato r’s 
o ffice and its $1 4 millio n wo rth o f emplo y ment pro g rams free 
o f po litical influence is harder to g uess. He’s an independent 
ty pe — no t much o f a team play er fro m what we’v e seen o f 
him. In the Interg o v ernmental Co o rdinato r’s jo b that mig ht be 
all to the g o o d. 
Meanwhile, we fail to understand leg islature Chairman 
Ernest Gardner’s persistent refusal to adv ertise fo r applicants. 
While he is pro bably rig ht to feel there’s no po int in adv ertising 
in The Freeman o r o ther co unty publicatio ns where the jo b 
o pening has been well publicized, there are g o o d reaso ns to lo o k 
o utside the co unty fo r so meo ne to fill a pro fessio nal po sitio n. 
This is what any businessman wo uld do . 
Ev en if Gardner is co nv inced o nly so meo ne familiar with 
Ulster Co unty can do the jo b — which we do ubt — we hav e 
fo und fro m o ur o wn perso nnel-hunting ex periences that the 
o utside wo rld is sprinkled with nativ e Ulster Co untians who 
o rig inally left to g o co lleg e and who wo uld like to return if they 
co uld find a g o o d jo b. Adv ertisements in neig hbo ring co unties, 
in New Yo rk City newspapers and in pro fessio nal administato rs 
jo urnals mig ht well turn up pro spects with to p-flig ht creden­ 
tials.

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JO H N STO W N , Pa. (UP1) 
— The Great Johnstown Flood 
of 1977 is a misnomer for the 
natural disaster that struck 
the Conemaugh Valley July 
20. 
As devastated as this steel 
and coal city was by a 12-inch 
rainfall and flash flood, it got 
off easy compared with what 
hapi>ened 
in 
tiny boroughs 
and villages tucked away in 
outlying mountain valleys. 
Ten days after the disaster 
struck, the Pennsylvania N a­ 
tional Guard and relief agen­ 
cies 
were 
still 
uncovering 
places where communities had 
literally been wiped off the 
map by walls of water un­ 
leashed when five small dams 
burst under the pressure of the 
rainfall that had inundated 
this city. 
In breaking news accounts, 
there was no way to properly 
describe the death and de­ 
struction that first sickened 
and then numbed the out­ 
siders who came in to help the 
survivors pick up the pieces 
left of their lives. 
So here are some im ­ 
pressions torn from the 
notebook of a reporter who 
spent four days on the scene of 
nature's latest war on man­ 
kind: 


Tanneryville, part of West 
Taylor Township, was the first 
tiny 
village 
of 
death 
dis­ 
covered outside the city prop­ 
er. It was once a small string 
of 20 or JO homes in an area 
called Pole Hollow stretching 
n o rth 
from 
the end of 
Johnstown's Cooper Avenue 
along the meandering laurel 
Hun. 
I stood on the side of the 
stream in a stretch of mud and 
rock being bulldozed into a 
lenqxirary road by Pennsylva­ 
nia National Guardsmen and 
listened to survivors Cliff and 
Betty Thomas tell me how 12 
houses had once stood there. 
Now I saw only three. 
When 
the 42-foot 
laurel 
Hun Reservoir Dam burst, a 
20-foot wave of water armed 
with massive boulders crushed 
nine of the homes like a giant 
stomping on dollhouses. The 
other three survived when a 
clum p of uprooted trees 
caused the wave to split tem- 
IKtrarily. 
Kach of those three homes 
was teetering on its tbunda 
tion, and the upper floors were 
caved in. But the Thomases 
told me that eight jiersons had 
survived in those lean-tos, cl­ 
inging to each other for hours 
until 
the 
waters 
subsided, 
while the Thomases, on a bunk 
of safety, waved flashlights at 
them and encouraged them to 
hang on. 
The T h o m ases’ house, 
higher on the bank, also had 
survived, but 10 of their rela­ 
tives, living further upstream. 
I>erished 
along 
with 
their 
homes. 
“ We were supposed to be 
having a wedding this week,” 
Mrs Thomas said, (minting to 
her son and his fiance, who 
had come in from out-of-state 
to help them out. 
Instead, the 'Thomases were 
having funerals. 


Aliout an hour after t he tidal 
wave destroyed Tanneryville, 
it swept down U|mn the Hoover 
Trailer Court along the Cone- 
muugh Kiver in Seward, a few 
miles northwest of Johnstown. 
Most of the 175 residents 
young couples with babies 
and children — had gone to 
the lied for the night 
They 
awoke 
to 
something 
even 
beyond the imaginative minds 
that made such disaster mov­ 
ies as "Karthquake.” 
By this time the flood was 
less 
a 
tidal 
wave 
than a 
massive sheet of water, carry­ 
ing not only boulders and trees 
but also bits of homes and cars 
and Imdies. 
That sheet picked up the 48 
trailer homes in the park and 
slammed them into a stand ot 
trees a 
couple acres down 
stream. The trailers bounced 
around like rubber ducks in a 
bathtub, slamming into one 
another before breaking into 
tin y pieces that dangled 
around tall trees. Some ex­ 
ploded into flames that lit the 
skies. 
A week later, the trailer 
camp was a swamp, treach­ 
erous enough to suck a bull­ 
dozer out of sight. 
Lying in the quicksand were 
handbags and ahoes, baby bot­ 
tles and high school yearbooks, 
the uniform of a Pennsylvania 
N atio n al Guardsm an who 
wasn't around to report when 
his unit was activitated for 
flood relief. 
Sticking up through the mud 
was the back paw of a dog 
And when the rescue workers 
climlied atop some of the piles 
of trailer walls, washing ma­ 
chines and rubber tires, their 
n o ses 
to ld 
th e m , 
u n ­ 
mistakably, that the bodies of 
either animals or humans were 
underneat h. 
Miraculously all but lb of 
those trailer park 
residents 
were pulled alive from the 
flood by daredevil helicopter 
pilots, including one brave 
or crazy — enough to land an 
Army Chinook into the ITshI 
• -waters, 
hoping th at the 
chopper’s survival manual was 
right where it said the machine 
would float for 10 minutes. 
About an hour after the flood 


took out the Hoover Trailer 
Park, the waters swept over 
Robindale. a community of be­ 
tween 200 and 250 persons 
that, until Ju ly 20, looked the 
same way it did when a coal 
company built the town for 
miners in 1923. 
All of the residents, most of 
them of retirement age, made 
it out safely before the flood 
waters struck, but the homes 
lining the community’s two 
main streets are ruined. Only 


t he second stories of the homes 
were untouched by the mud. 
water and debris. 
The towns|)eople have asked 


the Pennsylvania Electric Co., 
which has hungrily eyeing the 
Mte for years anyway. 
“ We can’t stay here,” said 


“ We want to stay together,” 
Mrs. Machat said as several of 
her neighbors nodded in agree­ 
ment. “ We all take care of

each other; we re like family. 
That's why we all got out 
without any deaths or anybody 
getting hurt. Everybody wor- 


workers. living out of suitcases 
and without means of tele­ 
phoning home to their fami­ 
lies, to keep their spirits up as 


they tried to help the flood 
victims'. 
Few of the guardsmen, some 
of them Vietnam veterans and 
most of them men who had 
done disaster duty during Hur­ 
ricane Agnes in 1972 and Hur­ 
ricane Eloise in 1974 had never 
seen this much destruction 
and death. None of them had 
ever heard such sad stories as 
those told to them by flood 
survivors. 
But evervtime the volun­ 


teers and soldiers seemed on 
the verge of depression, some­ 
one would come up with a 
means of making them smile 
again, enabling them to go on 
with their grim tasks.

cast into the ocean. 
Imagine them studying the 
antique 
equipment 
plucked 
from a strange machine in the 
empty reaches of interstellar 
space. 
They 
assemble

turntable, cartridge and nee­ 
dle that accompany the disc. 
Then, fitting the needle into 
the record grooves, they get a 
110-minute glimpse of Earth 
in the 20th Century. 
How will those beings of the 


cosmos react to the sounds of 
a human kiss, the blues per­ 
formed bv Ixruis Armstrong, 
the harsh grind ol automobile 
gears, spoken greetings in GO 
languages and the triumphant 
■-trains of Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony'.’ 
Will they have a television 
monitor to hook to the turn­ 
table and reproduce video im­ 
pulses from the disc 
pic­ 
tures of a nursing mother, a 
woman licking an ice cream 


cone, mountains, cities and 
their traffic, human anatomy 
and 
reproduction, 
a 
grape 
picker, 
a 
supermarket, 
an 
African house and a sunset'.’ 
Will they translate the writ­ 
ten message signed “ Jimmy 
(’arter. President of the Unit­ 
ed States." which says: “ This 
is a present from a small, 
distant world ..." 
Scientists know it is a long 
shot. But the copper discs, 
each 12 inches in diameter. 


were attached Friday to the 
outside of two Voyager space­ 
craft that will be sent next 
month on a journey to Jupiter, 
Saturn, perhaps Uranus and 
then the stars. 
"Because space is very emp­ 
ty. 
there 
is essentially 
no 
chance that Voyager will enter 
the planetary system of anoth­ 
er star," said astronomer Carl 
Sagan of Cornell University, 
who conceived the idea of the 
message from Earth.

and 
the 
record 
played only if there are ad- 
w inced spacefaring c iv ­ 
ilizations in interstellar space. 
" B u t . as the beautiful 
messages from President 
Carter and (U N.) Secretary- 
General (Kurt) Waldheim in­ 
dicate. the launching of this 
bottle into the cosmic ocean 
says something very hopeful 
about life on this planet." 
Each spacecraft will carry its 


own copper disc, encased in a 
protective aluminum jacket, 
with information in scientific 
language about how the record 
is played. 
Because of the aluminum 
cover and the emptiness of 
interstellar space, the records 
are expected to last more than 
a billion years. 
They carry spoken greetings 
in

mo v ed the U.S. Co ngress in 
1974 to enact legislatio n to 
ensu re that o u r drinking water 
is as safe as we think it is. 
If o u r drink ing w a te r is 
safe w hy do we need the 
federal legislatio n to pro tect 
it? 
T h e reaso n is th at the situ ­ 
atio n has changed dra m a ti­ 
cally in the past few decades. 
Ou r water su pplies are being 
endangered 
by 
hu ndreds o f 
new chemicals and po llu tants 
ev ery y ear. In additio n, m any 
water treatm ent facilities hav e 
no t 
kept techno lo gical 
pace 
with the techniqu es necessary 
to neu tralize o r remo v e the 
ev er 
increasing 
am o u nts o f 
co ntam inatio n. 
Recently , in an o pen hear 
ing, 
the 
Natio nal 
Research 
Co u ncil repeated 
its fo rmer 
findings that so little is kno wn 
abo u t so many po llu tants that 
safe lev els fo r them are almo st 
impo ssible to set. Mo dern sci­ 
ence is no w equ ipped to identi­ 
fy specific chemicals in terms 
o f billio ns o f parts o f water 
being tested. In certain cases 
scientists can measu re in the 
trillio ns. 
These figu res are 
almo st inco nceiv able fo r a lay 
perso n to grasp.

a law in 1974, the Safe Drink­ 
ing W ater Act (B.L. 93-520) 
which went into effect -lu ne 24, 
1977, T he law directed the 
U.S.

m inim u m

turally enlightening

guide books promise — but it’s 
also very hard on the feet. 
‘‘It was worth it, I'm sure it 
was worth it," gasped Barbara 
Linkewlich of Thunder Bay, 
Canada, as she limped from 
the museum exit to her tour 
bus. 
Marcia and Ralph Myers of 
Ventura, California, said the 
Vatican Museum was their 
very first stop on their first trip 
to Rome. 
“ We thought it was fan­ 
tastic," said Marcia “ But I'm 
darn glad I wore the most 
comfortable pair of shoes I 
own." 
More than 1.3 million tour­ 
ists a year — including 15,000 
a^ day at the height of the 
summer season — visit the 
museum experts consider the 
world’s greatest treasure house 
of antiquities. 
Unfortunately, said director 
Walter Persegati, most are on 


such tight time budgets that, 
they try to cram all 48,000 
square yards of exhibit space 
into a half-hour tour. 
“ We 
try 
to 
make 
each 
visitor’s 
tour 
meaningful." 
said Persegati, "but ten) many 
people leave here o ve r­ 
whelmed by the 
museum’s 
enormity and confused by the 
sheer force of too many im­ 
pressions all at once."

SSI Rules Are Explained

Many people 
may not 
have applied 
for 
payments under the sup­ 
plemental 
security 
income 
program (S S I) for the needy. 
aged, blind or disabled, be­ 
cause they think they own too 
much to qualify. Or. they may 
be afraid they will have to give 
up too much. 
Unlike many of the state 
administered adult assistance 
programs 
it 
replaced 
three 
years ago, S S I does not require 
that a person be destitute in 
order to get payments. We will 
not put a lien on your home 
b e c a u s e 
you 
get 
S S I 
payments, for example. Nor 
will we require that you seek 
help from members of your 
fafnily before you can qualify 
for payments. 
The idea of the SSI program 
is to provide a door of income 
and to keep |>eople from falling 
below a certain level of need 
Thus, a person with limited 
income may own as much as 
$1,500 in resources and still 
receive S S I payments. A cou­ 
ple may have $2,250 in re­ 
sources. 
At the same time, many 
types of personal possessions 


o rd in a rily considered re 
sources, are not counted be­ 
cause 
they 
are 
considered 
basic necessities. D eluding 
on their value, these may in 
dude a car. personal effects, 
household goods, and lite in 
surance iwilicies. 


Untier a recent change in the 
law. a home you live in does 
not count as a resources. Pre­ 
viously, a home with a market 
value over $25,000 ($35,(XKI in 
Alaska and Hawaii) did count 
as a resource. 
Even if you have too many 
resources at the time you app­ 
ly for SSI, under some circum­ 
stances you may still receive 
payments as long as you com­ 
mit yourself to seining the 
resources over the limit within 
a resonate period of time 
This helps the person who 
owns property that is provid­ 
ing little or no income hut 
c annot Ire sold quickly at a fair 
price. Generally the time lim­ 
its for selling the property are 
six months for real property 
and three months for personal 
pro|H*rty. 
This means that if you have 
limited income and resources, 
the only way you can really be 
sure whether you qualify for

. I was able to scrounge most 
of the parts for my unit at the 
local 
junkyard 
and 
second­ 
hand stores. Hy doing this, 1 
saved a considerable amount 
of money. 
The basic part of the unit is 
a l i-gallon water tank which, 
logically, 1 painted black. This 
is soldered to hanger strips 
(two pieces of galvanized iron, 
each one inch wide and 2' 


feet long! that are bent to hang 
over my cabin's ridgepole. A 


four-sided box with a clear 
plastic cover rests over the 
tank. 


I punched two holes in the 


left 
side 
of the

Accuracy a Must for Women’ s Golf Contenders 


There s this thing about writing sports for a sm all-city 
daily that takes some adjusting. One day Tom Seaver is 
telling you about his transition from New York to Cincin­ 
nati. the next you're on the phone at home and in the office 
listening to people give their views on the latest Little 
League crisis. Talk about culture shock! 
T h is h as been a busy week in the L ittle L eagu e crisis 
departm ent. T h ere have been sev eral of them , the 
severity varyin g from leagu e to leagu e and from person 
to person. E verything from ineligible play ers (I never 
thought I'd read about, m uch less w rite about, an 
ineligible 12-year-old u n less he w as a b ask etb all player 
with bad g ra d es from New Y ork C ity) to unh appiness 
over alleged plaving-tim e inequities to confusion over the 
ow ner of a ch am pion sh ip banner. 
As usual, the crises were accom panied by finger pointing, 
name calling, crying, com plaining...the usual array of over­ 
reactions. But afterall, this is Little League and that means 
we're talking about kids and their parents so over-reaction 
is the usual, which m akes it merely reaction, not to be 
confused with hysteria, which is over over-reaction. 
P lease excu se the sa rc a sm , but I get the feeling I ’ve 
lived th is week before. M aybe it w as when I w as a kid 
and carried w ith me a daily Little L eagu e c risis of my 
own (chronicled in th is sp ace several m onths ago) or 
m aybe it w as la st y ear when different so rts of crises 
popped up locally. The point is, the nam es, places and 
specific in stan ces have ch an ged, but the end resu lt h as 
not. Scattered throughout U lster County th is m orning 
there are a handful o f kids who w ear sc a rs from their 
Little Leagu e experience. The specific w hys and whoa 
and w heres aren 't terribly im portant. H appily, the kids 
w ill get over it, som e not a s w ell a s oth ers, but they’ll 
bounce back. T h at w ill leave room for next se aso n ’s 
troubled few. U n h appily, a s su re a s you can predict there 
w ill be a next season , so can you be certain th at with 
it w ill com e its asso rtm en t of difficu lties. 


I suppose you have figured out by now that Little League 
baseball (or football, or basketball or hockey for that m atter) 
isn’t my favorite su bject...at least not in its present form. 
There s too much good in the program to hack it off the face 
of the earth. I m ean, how can you dislike an organized sports 
setup, one which gets the kids off the streets, puts them in 
uniforms, supplies them with bats and balls and a field, and 
lets them enjoy them selves? You can’t, not if Little League 
lives up to that promise. 
If only all the kids enjoyed th em selves. How can they 
when adult p ressu re suddenly en ters their w orld of fun 
an d g am es? Th ere are psych ologists who think high 
school and college ath letes are under too m uch strain . 
How can a IO or 11-year-old kid handle the resp on si­ 
b ilities of letting his or her team or p aren ts dow n? 
“ Our biggest problem is with parents,’’ says an official 
close to one area league. “ Som e of them are alw ays trying 
to direct their kids. We have m anagers who tell them that 
if they don't leave the kids alone, they won’t be on the team . 
When my boy was playing I told him to listen to his 
m anager. I told him if his m anager wanted him to hang 
upside down to do it. The m anager is running the team .'' 


The q u alificatio n s o f m an ag ers to carry th is kind of 
burden is a problem in itself. P aren tal interference 
m akes it th at m uch w orse. 
A mother called in response to a letter on these pages the 
other day. A wom an's child had sacrificed other activities 
to play for her all-star team , then was denied the chance. 
The girl (and her mother) was crushed. 
“ The sam e thing h appen s in our le a g u e ,” the caller 
said . “ Som e of the coach es and m an ag ers w ant to get 
together to do som ething about it.” Sh e w a sn ’t quite su re 
w hat could be done. 


My son is all of a year and a half old now so I’m at least 
six years away from the parental-interference syndrome. 
How will I react the first time he strikes out with the bases 
loaded'.’ How vociferously will I com plain when he’s benched 
for blowing a fly ball? How will I explain to my boy and 
his team m ates that the reason the team didn’t get a larger 
story in the paper was because the parent in charge of 
subm itting the report did so late, and without any of the 
gam e details? 
I’ll do it, I hope, but it w ill take a conscious effort. It’s 
easy to w atch your child succeed. It's not quite a s m uch 
fun seeing him fall on his face. We all w ant the best for 
our kids, but we don’t alw ay s ag ree on the right 
direction. F requently, everyone begin s to tug from the 
center and the puzzle fa lls a p a rt. T h a t’s when the 
argu in g begins and the reasonin g goes out. And w hile the 
grow nups bicker, the kids flounder. 
Elim inate Little League and a big chunk of a youngster's 
life goes out the window. Continue Little League in its 
current form and watch as many kids suffer as there are who 
prosper. Somewhere in the m iddle there must be an answer. 
No, I’m not certain I have it. I’m only certain it must be 
found.

SA R A T O G A S P R IN G S - The New York Racing As­ 
sociation schedule shifts Monday to Saratoga for a 24-day 
meeting that includes 17 stakes races, including the presti­ 
gious Travers and Whitney. 
The new meet, the 109th at Saratoga over 114 years, will 
be capped the first week by Saturday’s $75,(XX) added 
Whitney Handicap, a 1 1 *-mile race in which Forego, a three 
time Horse of the Year, is expected to start. 
While the Whitney is the top event for handicappers, the 
major goal of three-year-olds is the $100,000 added Travers 
on Aug. 20. The oldest continuously run stakes race in the 
country, the Travers will be in its 108th edition this year 
at IG miles. 
Three-year-old fillies will have the $100,000 added Ala­ 
bam a as their top prize. The event's 97th running is set for 
Aug. 13, the second Saturday of the meeting. 
The closing day of the meeting, Aug. 27. features the 
$75,(XX) added Hopeful, a 6"-furlong event for juvenile 
colts. The day before, two-year-old fillies have their big 
event, the $50,(XKI added Spinaway at six furlongs. 
Forego’s start in the Whitney will mark only the second 
tim e he has run at Saratoga. In his only other start at the 
Spa, he was third in an allowance race in 1973. 
Although a winner of 32 in 53 starts over five seasons, 
Forego will appear in the Whitney trying to snap a two-start 


losing streak. Carrying 24- und 25-pound handicaps, he was 
second in both the Suburban (under 138 pounds) and the 
Brooklyn (under 137 pounds).

Both Starr and Gregg played 
for Lombardi on the Packer 
teams of the 1960s and Lom­ 
bardi was an assistant coach 
when Gifford was with the 
Giants. 
“ As I stand here today,” said 
a visibly shaken Marie Lom­ 
bardi as she presented Gregg 
for induction, “ 1 think how 
Vince ll>mbardi would feel 
seeing three of his sons in­ 
ducted 
into 
this 
Hall 
of 
Fame.” 
She called Gregg “ probably 
the 
best 
all 
around 
team 
player who ever played this 
game.” 
Gregg, head coach of the 
Cleveland Browns, described 
Lombardi as the maximum, as 
a man and as a football coach. 
Starr, presented by his high 
school 
coach 
Bill 
Moseley, 
called I/ombardi “ a true gen­ 
ius and a wonderful leader. 
“ He taught us about team­ 
work,” said Starr, now coach 
of the Packers. “ The team 
must always come first.” 
Wellington Mara, president 
of the New York Giants, in­ 
troduced Gifford as the "per­ 


sonification of every son ot 
every father's dream of the 
player every coach would cov­ 
et." 
“ We are deeply appreciative 
of our God-given phsycial abil­ 
ity." said Gifford. "B u t it

cial." said Halas. “ His like 
will never be seen again.” 
Sayers said he was thankful 
for all that professonal football 
had given him. noting he used 


his pro football career to find 
an off season job that allowed 
him to complete his under­ 
graduate work and earn a mas­ 
ters degree. 
Paul Brown, general man­ 
ager of the Cincinnati Bengals, 


introduced Willis, who played 
for him at Ohio State and on 
the Cleveland Browns. He de­ 
scribed Willis as “ a tremen­ 
dous player and, I think, the 
quickest down lineman in the 
history of football." 


Brown noted that he broke 
the color barrier in modern 
N F L by signing Willis and 
Marion Motley in 1946. "It 
was no special idea,

Brown. “ I was looking for guys 
to play football."

to

“ somewhere in the East” as 
John Mislen, but known to 
them na the Hardrock Kid, a 
king of the hoboes. 
The Hardrock Kid was 72 
when his travels ended as he 
slept under a tree in Ogden 
last Sunday. A search by city, 
officials and friends turned up 
no relatives. 
He didn’t need any. 
His 
friends supplied the needed 
casket and burial plot, and 
even some flowers. 
A 
summer 
thunderstorm 
hung to the north as Steam­ 
train 
elected almost exactly 
a year ago at the Britt Hobo 
Days convention as 1976 King 
of the Hoboes — leaned on a 
twisted cane fashioned “ out of 
a 
pi e ce 
of 
L a k e 
E r i e 
driftwood,” 
brushed 
strong 
hands through his long, silver 
hair and pointed to the rail­ 
road tracks. 
“ He’s still layin’ close to his 
tracks. He's still ridin.’ ” 
The people of Britt know 
these hobites who make it to 


the northern Iowa community 
at least once a year for the 
festival that five times elected 
the Kid as king, and they came 
for the burial. 
Some, like Raymond Her­ 
ron, who said he used to travel 
with the hoboes, stood silently. 
Others, like Fry Pan Jack and 
Sparky Smith, wept softly, 
wiping their faces with ban­

Brickley, a Roman Catholic 
priest, said a graveside prayer. 
“ He was a Catholic, you 
know," Herron said of the Kid. 
“ He told me once he mined 
lead in Colorado.

Ogden, 80 miles to the south, 
as Steamtrain eulogized the 
Kid as “ having more friends in 
the state than anyone living.” 
The organist played “ King 
of the Road.” 
"Everywhere I go, people say 
they saw him. There isn’t a

or

hamlet

crossroads in this state where 
he hasn’t stayed,” Steamtrain 
said. “ That was his home. You 
were his home, his friends.” 
At 
the cemetery, 
as the 
thunderstorm grew closer and 
more 
menacing, 
Steamtrain 
placed on the casket a red 
bandanna he said he had worn 
in dozens of freight train box­ 
cars. “ We bid you Godspeed.” 
he said, raising his cane. 
As

slowly away, the thunderstorm 
kicked up gusts of wind, and 
you could almost hear a whis­ 
tle blow. 
The Hardrock Kid probably 
did.

Sunshine Comes to Jail

stuffy sum m er air explodes with an e a r­ 
splitting shot as the huge door bolt slides 
back with a jolt. 
Nancy O 'H ara is making her rounds at the 
I Ister County Jail and the giant locked doors 
which greet her in every corridor always 
respond in the same manner. 
More important, it is how the prisoners 
respond to the former junior leaguer turned 
prison rehabilitation director that counts. 
"I feel safer in here than I (loon the street,” 


bird floor, Nancy here,” the soft, 
diminutive voice speaks into the 
small microphone imbedded in 
the substantial steel door leading 
to tile jail tier. Brief seconds later, the hot.

she says, explaining that most crime is drug- 
or alcohol-related and com m itted under their 
influence. In jail, where inmates are relative­ 
ly free of drugs, she feels less need for worry. 
But she is cautious, keeps a certain dis­ 
tance and, while young and attractive, is not 
flirtatious, preferring to think of herself as a 
house mother. 
Only once did an inm ate grab her — 
pushing her nj) against a wall. Like light­ 
ning, six other prisoners and two deputies 
swooped down on her assailant, sternly w a rn ­ 
ing, “ Don't ever touch her again.” 
But, wisely, she never carries messages for 
the inmates to the outside, never breaks any 
security rules, but is always willing to buy 
greeting cards for them , provide needle and 
thread for rips in their clothes and help them 
put out a monthly newspaper. 


Mrs. O 'H ara has even established an e m e r­ 
gency fund through church organizations so 
she can hand a $5 or $10 bill to a released 
inm ate who needs the price of a bus ticket 
out of town. T h e County Home in New Paltz 
is m ade available to the indigent inmates 
but apparently has little appeal for prisoners 
because, she says, it is “ in the middle of 
nowhere 
they'd rather take their chances 
(rn the street.” 
Unafraid, 
Mrs. O 'H ara, who has been 
serving as rehab director since early 1976, 
feels “ well protected” by the men. As she 
makes her rounds from jail tiers to. the 
library, rec room, and other areas used by the 
inmates, she can hear them calling to each 
other, “ W atch your mouth, here comes N a n ­ 
cy . . . Don't swear, N a n cy ’s up here.” 
Sometimes, as their confidante, she joins 
them in a rap session in which they often 
circle round her, six at a time. “They just 
start telling me about their family problems, 
their wives, their girlfriends or about the 
situation that landed them behind bars,” she 
says. 
Adm itting she gets very involved and takes 
her job home with her, Mrs. O 'H ara is quick

to point out that she is not “ a bleeding 
heart." 
“ I definitely believe in punishment — in 
confinement,” she said, but at the same time 
she believes that as long as prisoners are 
confined, their time should be spent prepar­ 
ing them for the day they will rejoin society. 
Rehabilitation work does this, it helps the 
uneducated get an education, it provides 
books for learning as well as for pleasure, it 
makes psychiatric and psychological coun­ 
seling available. 
“ 1 get conned a lot," Mrs. O'Hara admits. 
“ They (the inmates) play on my sympathy 
try to get me to allow them an extra 
telephone call or two or something like that." 
“ W hen they would crv or give me a sob 
story,-1 used to want to give them the benefit 
of the doubt, but now 1 tend to be more 
suspicious," she explained. It seems Sheriff 
Thomas Mayone once asked her if she had 
ever seen the long criminal rap sheet on an 
inm ate who once won her sympathy. When 
she learned there was actually little reason 
lor championing his cause, she also learned 
to be cautious about swallowing tales of woe 
hook, line and sinker. 


But she sympathizes with anyone who is 
locked up day in and day out. Boredom sets 
in and before television sets were installed in 
the jail, the men did largely nothing more 
than plav cards and curse their confines. 
It was while Mrs. O 'H ara was a m em ber of 
the .Junior League, which was interested in 
the criminal justice system throughout the 
country, that she began working in the jail 
library which had but a handful of books. 
Soon the shelves were filled, inmates were 
encouraged to read, write poetry, draw or 
paint, and from such efforts a prison news­ 
paper evolved, written bv the prisoners and 
put together by Mrs. O 'H ara each month. 
Soon, too, there were art classes, training 
in nonviolence for prisoners, a course in 
decision making, and Alcoholics (and drug) 
Anonymous meetings in the warm th of the 
book-lined library. 
Drug therapy was instituted, counseling 
and tutoring provided 
sometimes on a 
one-to-one basis. Prisoners who want to, and 
they often do, may help out with jail m a in ­ 
tenance. such as painting stairwells and 
other heavily trafficked areas. It gives them 
a sense of accomplishment. 


Mrs. O 'H ara works with outside agencies 
who provide many of these services, welcom­ 
ing t heir assistance in preparing prisoners lor 
what lies ahead. 
I ’nlike state or federal 
prisons, 
l ister 
f o u n tv -Jail holds inmates temporarily. “ It 
is unrealistic to ask an employer to hire an 
e \ i on when there are so many others on the j 
outside in need of jobs," Mrs. O 'H ara says. 
The more rehabilitative the jail becomes, the 
easier it will be to send inmates out into the 
world with a little confidence in themselves 
and in their ability to cope. 
The Ulstei 
facility is one of the relatively few jails ol 
similar si/e in the state to have instituted 
such programs. 
Recalling a 28-year old inmate who was 
likeable but filled with hatred and b itter­ 
ness. Mrs. O 'H ara said his mother gave him 
awav when he was a child, promising to come 
and get him. She never did. Now that he is 
in jail, slu1 is still promising to come and see 
him and never does. “ It's easy to blame 
society but basically the root of the problem 
is in the family. 
Mrs. O 'H ara believes. 
Maybe that's why she wants to provide a 
little understanding, a little care, for those 
who perhaps need it most. Maybe t h a t ’s why 
the Ulster jail inmates have given her the 
nickname “ Sunshine.”

By the time this is published “ The 
Clockm aker” will most certainly and un­ 
fortunately have disappeared forever into the 
scrapheap of forgotten films. 


I say unfortunately, while knowing I cannot 
tout 
it as a great, fascinating, exciting 
blockbuster of a film that everyone should 
have seen. It is, however, a good and interest­ 
ing 
French 
movie 
about 
a 
man 
— 
a 
clockmaker and repairer — whose son has 
murdered an important factory owner and 
right-wing political figure in Lyons. During 
the course of the investigation, the search for 
the boy (along with his fugitive girlfriend) 
and the trial, the father explores and ex­ 
am ines his relationship with his son — 
mostly within himself, as the son is not in 
the film until near the end. Along the way 
some observations are made about politics 
(the fuzziest and most am biguous part of the 
film), the functions of the police and the 
irresponsibilities of the press (a subject last 
year’s Germ an film “ The Fall of K atarina 
B lu m ” also broached well and in more 
detail.) 


It doesn’t sound very exciting and it isn t. 
'Phis is a meticulously constructed, slowly 
unfolding examination of human relations 


and interactions (with a fine performance by 
Phillipe Noiret as the father) which is specif­ 
ically French, or more accurately European, 
in tone and texture. Like “ Vincent, Francois, 
Paul and The Others,” another French film 
seen here last year, “ The Clockmaker” is 
concerned with how people respond to events 
that go on around them and how they change 
and grow, or not, as the case may be. 


It is just this kind of film that the American 
audience, satiated by the American sex and 
violence cinema of the 1970’s, is conditioned 
against. Car chases, rapes, action, adven­ 
ture, disaster and horror have so hyped up 
the American moviegoer that he or she will 
no longer sit still for the more cerebral type 
of film that has traditionally come from 
overseas. 


Movies like “ Airport 77” and “ The S e n ­ 
tinel” play for weeks and attract good a u ­ 
diences while “ The Clockmaker” and “ Vin­ 
cent, Francois, Paul and the Others” go 
largely unseen. This is a comment not only 
tm the increasing lack of discrimination on 
the part of American movie distributors and 
exhibitors, but also on the lack of discrimina 
tion on the part of the American moviegoing 
public. Furthermore, it does not appear that 
the situation is likely to improve in the 
im m ediate future.
